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Thank you for your e-mail of 28 October 2014, in which you ask whether Sweden has 
made a Mutual Legal Assistance request related to Julian Assange, and in particular 
whether a request for intercept has been made. Your request has been handled as a 
request for information under the Freedom of Information Act 2000. 

We can neither confirm nor deny whether we hold any of the information you have 
requested by virtue of Sections 23(5), 27 and Section 31 of the Freedom of Information Act 
2000 ('the Act'). 

Section 23 of the Act applies when some of the information may relate to bodies dealing 
with security matters. Section 27 of the Act pertains to information that would, or would be 
likely to, prejudice international relations between the UK and another State. Section 31 of 
the Act pertains to information supplied by, or relating to, law enforcement. Section 27(4) 
and Section 31 (3) exempt us from our duty to say whether or not we hold the information 
you have asked for. 

Annex A to this letter provides further explanation of why the exemptions under sections 
27(1) and 31 (3) of the Act apply to your request, as well as an assessment of the requisite 
public interest considerations that reliance on these exemptions entail. 

Please note that this response should not be taken as conclusive evidence that the 
information you have requested does or does not exist. 

If you are dissatisfied with this response you may request an independent internal review 
of our handling of your request by submitting a complaint within two months to the address 
below, quoting reference 33368. If you ask for an internal review, it would be helpful if you 
could say why you are dissatisfied with the response.
